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It  came  like  a  deep  cui  with  a  sharp 
knirc.  An  unexpected  cut  because  care 
was  being  taken  in  Ihc  proper  use  of  the 
blade  An  incision  that  was  so  clean,  so 
thorou^.  ihai  ihe  First  response  was  a 
mild  shock.  A  wound  that  was  white  until 
the  blood  came  gushing. 

That  was  the  cumulative  sense  at 
WPFW  and  at  hundreds  of  other  olTlces 
In  the  city  when  the  woman  from  the 
District  Dcpanment  of  Labor,  OfTice  of 
CETA  arrived  to  announce  that  employ- 
ees hired  under  contract  had  two  weeks 
left  on  [heir  jobs,  and  two  weeks  to  find 
another.  For  more  than  3.800  workert  in 
Ihe  Greater  Washington- Baltimore  area 
the  terminations  mean  off  the  payroll  and 
onto  the  unemployment  roll,  the  welfare 
roll,  maybe  even  the  street. 

JulictI  Bar,  mother  oftwochildren  ages 
nine  and  six  had  been  looking  for  ajob  for 
some  time  before  CETA  finally  called  her 
up  and  look  her  off  public  assistance.  Her 
children  were  benefitting  not  only  be- 
cause of  Ihe  extra  cash,  but  also  (hey  were 
enrolled  in  an  after  school  program  which 
provided  ihcm  with  experiences  (hat  she 
atone  was  not  able  to  afford  in  time  and 
money  on  the  weekends. 

"Losing  this  Job  is  a  big  shock.  I  don'l 
know  what's  going  to  happen  ncxL  I  think 
fm  still  in  shock.  I  knew  it  was  going  lo 
happen  but  not  at  this  lime  with  only  two 
weeks,"  she  says  in  her  gentle  Nonh 
Carolinavoice.  Juliet  has  been  working  as 
the  Public  Informalion  Assistant,  calling 
the  jazz  clubs  around  town  every  Mondav 
to  compile  the  listings  for  the  Jazz  Cal- 
endar, assisting  with  -THE  WPFW 
PAPER  copy,  and  spearheading  THE 
PAPER'S  mailing. 

For  Juliell,  like  oihers  who  came  to 
WPFW  in  November,  this  was  the  firsi 
radio  experience.  'I  met  alol  of  different 
people  through  the  program.  Listening  to 
(he  programs  on  ihe  air  gave  you  ideas 
about  what's  going  on  in  the  world.  Work- 
ing here  was  a  new  set  up.  learning  to  cue 
records  and  making  tapes  and  carts." 

About  the  tomorrows,  she  suggests,  "If 
nothing  comes  up  right  away,  in  the  next 
two  weeks.  I'll  see  about  getting  into 
school  Maybe  Til  study  English  or  key 
punch."

implemented,  more  were  planned  The 
completion  of  these  projects  will  now  rest 
on  a  smaller  sketeiion  staff  than  existed  in 
the  fall 

"My  position  was  ihat  of  Library  As- 
sistant, which  consisted  of  keeping  the 
library  clean  and  I  was  responsible  for 
filing  albums  back  on  the  shelf  and  loan- 
ing them  out.  ■  Larry  Tolson  revealed, "  In 
high  school  1  worked  in  the  library  and 
succeeded  very  well  there  but  this  was  the 
first  lime  I  had  ihc  experience  of  working 
with  records."  he  continued 

Larry,  who  had  panicipatcd  in  Ihe 
various  seminars  designed  for  the  CETA 
panicipanls  in  production,  language  and 
word  power  skills  and  telephone  tech- 
niques had  found  them  all  to  be  iniercsing. 
Although  he  (bought  some  of  them  would 
not  address  his  specific  needs  and  inter- 
ests, he  admits  upon  their  completion  that 
he  had  learned  something. 
-  Larry  has  been  saving  his  money  since 
he  started  working.  The  lack  of  additional 
money  will  afTccl  that  reserve  on  Iwo 
fronts.  The  building  he  and  his  family  are 
living  in  is  to  be  renovated  and  they  have 
to  move.  Without  his  job  he  wonders 
aboul  Ihe  success  of  that  venture  On  the 
prospects  he  utters.  "If  I  draw  all  of  what  1 
have  out  of  the  bank  in  the  account  I'll  just 
be  on  a  lonely  street  by  myself,  nowhere 
lo  go." 

As  the  TralTlc  Assistant.  Roben  Leon 
Washington  performed  a  most  important 
function.  He  reviewed  Ihe  program  and 
transmitter  logs  daily,  informing  pro- 
grammers of  any  errors.  In  addition  he 
B.ssisled  in  the  editing  of  tapes,  engineered 
PSA  cart  production  and  had  just  begun 
to  nil  in  for  or  absent  on-air  engineers. 

"This  has  been  a  new  and  short  exper- 
ience," he  exasperated.  "I  would  very, 
very  much  like  to  continue  working  in  a 
radio  station."  It  doesn't  seem  like  an 


opportunity  he  will  get  a  crack  at  anyii 
soon,  but  for  him  it  is  a  future  prospect 
obtained  a  lot  of  knowledge,  panicuh 
aboul  editing.  The  grammer  and  hngi 
seminar  played  an  important  role  in  t 
communication  He  afTirms.  "This  wa 
good  program." 

Speaking  on  the  money  side,  "Fin 
cially  this  affects  me..,  a  whole  big  dc 
ll's  changed  my  whole  outlook  on  lift 
guess  that  will  be  straightened  out  m  c 
lime.  I  guess."  He  trails,  "As  soon  a 
find  another  job,"  Robert  has  no  imm 
iate  employment  prospects.

Brian  Robert  worked  in  two  dej  t- 
menls  at  the  station:  Public  Informs  )n 
and  DevelopmcnL  He  had  completed  'o 
\ears  of  study  towards  a  degret  in 
accounting  before  coming  to  WPFW  id 
he  was  given  the  opportunity  to  refre:  en 
and  practice  his  skills  by  mainiainin)  he 
WPFW  PAPER  advertising  bills  id 
receipts  and  generalizing  cash  receip  of 
the  operating  account.  Brian  develi  pd 
some  new  skills  as  well.  He  learned  I  ier 
setting:  layout  and  design  workinj  pn 
THE  PAPER.  T 

"Basicably  1  was  living  pretty  lidur- 
iously.  or  a  least  belter  than  avcrage^rou 
could  say.  I  could  afford  luxury  ifenis 
such  as  ice  cream  or  something  likethaL 
Bui  now.  I'll  have  to  cut  il  back  dow  to 
the  extreme  and  go  for  the  items -^ou 
survive  with,"  comments  Brian. 


If  the  18  month  contract  had  been 
honored  Brian  feels  he  would  have  bene- 
fitted by  learning  more.  Things  he  had 
planned  for  the  future  have  been  cancel- 
led Brian  thinks  he  would  enjoy  continu- 
ed employment  at  WPFW  or  some  other 
radio  station.  "'But,"  he  states,  "I  could 
only  be  accepted  at  a  Uaining  level  but  I 
(hink  that  would  be  hard  to  do  because 
they  want  experienced  people.  Unless 
they  take  the  experience  I  have  received 
at  this  station  and  use  me  in  thai  situa- 
lion,"  he  remarked  hopefully. 

I'd  been  looking  for  a  job  before  the 
cuts."  exclaims  Norccia  Williams,  who 
has  been  working  as  an  Administrative 
Assistant,  "but  the  competition  is  sUfT.  I 
have  relatives  who  have  been  cui  from  the 
District  government  some  time  ago  who 
have  college  degrees  and  are  slill  at  home. 
There  are  people  out  there  better  qualified 
than  me.  I  feel  Ihey  didn't  give  us  enought 
time.  What  can  a  person  do  in  two  weeks 
that  they  haven't  been  able  to  do  in  six 
months." 

For  Norceia.  CETA  has  been  the 
opportunity  of  a  life  time.  She  has  been 
taking  courses  at  various  schools  during 
her  working  hours  that  related  to  her 
duties.  It  gave  her  a  chance  lo  gel  an 
education  and  experience  at  the  same 
time.  Since  her  tenure  at  WPFW  she  has 
learned  how  to  transact  business  with  Ihe 
bank,  has  improved  her  communication 
and  olTlce  skills,  and  has  been  earning  a 
living. 

"'Because  Tm  a  single  mother  of  a 
young  child  the  only  alternative  I'm  going 
to  have  is  to  gel  back  on  public  assist- 
ance." Scomfullv  she  adds.  "I  think 
Regan  is  being  very  partial  againsi  poor 
people  because  he's  cutting  social  pro- 
grams that  aid  the  poor  and  assist  them  in 
advancement  in  the  world  of  work.  By 
cutting  CETA  a  lot  of  us  are  going  back 
on  public  assistance,  robbing  and  steal- 
ing, and  some  of  us  are  going  to  be  doing 
nothing,  This  country  can  help  everybody 
else  butthcirown.  This  cut  is  alTecling the 
future  because  we  are  the  future." 

A  real  trooper.  Norceia  is  going  lo  Iry 
to  get  into  school  full  time,  even  though 
she  realizes  there  is  little  financial  aid 
remaining  in  the  Reagan  plan.  And  this 
diligent  one  declares,  "One  day  each 
week  I'm  going  to  donate  lo  WPFW  to 
keep  the  books  up." 


Sam  Smith  was  a  programming  assist- 
ant He  kepi  track  of  the  "air-checks' 
made  on  programs,  did  a  lot  of  editing, 
listening  and  previewing  tapes.  Sam  had 
had  no  previous  radio  experience,  nor  had 
he  even  had  a  desire  to  enter  broadcast- 
ing. He'sdevelopedaninieresi.  however, 
a  strong  one.  Over  the  months  he  had 
learned  the  basics  in  operating  all  of  the 
equipment  in  the  production  and  editing 
rooms.  He  participated  in  an  intense  news 
produclinn  course  and  has  assisted  by 
gathering  man-in-ihe-streei"  responses. 

"Personally.  I  feel  that  il  is  a  shame 
thai  a  program  offered  for  a  year  is  cut  off 
after  being  in  existence  for  only  five 
months.  I  will  definitely  be  affected  very 
badly  by  the  cuts.  It  will  take  a  deep  affect 
on  my  family. "  he  explains  remorsefully 

Because  of  his  unsuccessful  attcmpis  al 
passing  the  GED  and  because  of  Mr. 
Reagan's  policies.  Sam  feels  that  he  may 
be  unemployed  for  the  duration  of  this 
administration.  His  gut  scnimcnis  arc  that 
Reagan  is  attacking  Ihe  small  and  lower 
class  people,  particularly  those  in  the 
Dislricl  area  He  looks  forward  lo  a 
unification  of  the  people  and  a  fight  in 
Congress  for  resolution.  But  the  base  of 
the  struggle  must  come  from  the  people 
for  positive  change. 

"My  family  depends  on  me  as  much  as 
I  depend  on  them.  If  I  lost  this  job  and 
don't  get  another  job,  i  don't  know  how 
my  family  will  survive."  Sam  explains, 
"I'm  not  married,  bull  have  a  mother  who 
was  forced  into  retirement  from  Ihe 
government.  Then  they  send  her  pennies 
per  month.  A  check  that  they  call  a 
retirement  check.  And  you  know  that  it's 
hard  to  keep  up  a  home  and  family 
together  on  a  small  income." 

Consideringlhc  full  impact  he  declares, 
"If  this  is  taking  place  where  I  can't  work 
lo  help  my  mom  and  family,  I  feel  lhat 
there  will  be  crime  in  the  street  I'm  not 
saying  that  I'm  going  lo  resort  lo  crime, 
but  there's  alol  of  other  people  who  are 
alot  worse  off  than  1  am.  They  may  feel 
thai  they  can't  deal  with  the  siiuiaiion  at 
hand  and  might  resort  to  crime.  He  con- 
cluded with,  "it's  a  real  lough  situation. 
It's  very  hard  to  find  ajob  in  Ihe  District  of 
Columbia." 

As  (he  afternoon  receptionist.  Viola 
Dorsey  played  a  vital  role  at  WPFW, 
The  task  was  one  that  she  had  her  eye  on 
as  soon  as  she  walked  in  the  door  because 
she  would  like  to  be  a  secretary.  This  Job 
made  her  realize  lhat  Ihe  sometimes  over 
glamorized  position  requires  a  special 


cool  and  nerve.  She  remembers.  "At 
first  I  didn't  like  it  I  didn't  think  I  was 
going  to  get  along  with  the  people  because 
they,  well,  acted  funny.  People  always 
calling  on  the  phone,  peolpe  not  able  to 
take  calls  at  the  moment,  people  asking 
questions  about  people  and  programs  I 
didn't  know  anything  about  It  changed, 
but  I  didn't  realize  at  first  at  first  lhat  it 
look  so  much  to  run  a  radio  station." 

Viola's  real  concern  over  losing  hcrjob 
and  training  experience  is  a  concern  for 
her  family  "I  was  helping  my  grand- 
mother with  the  bills.  1  doni  know  what 
we  arc  going  to  do  if  1  don'l  get  another 
job.  She's  disabled  and  doesn't  have  the 
strength  to  work."  This  added  responsi- 
bility was  added  in  December.  1 979  when 
her  father  was  killed,  and  earlier  last 
week,  before  the  termination.  Social 
Security  benefits  were  being  held 

Those  participants  working  with  the 
news  department  were  not  available  for 
these  interviews  bocause  they  were  in  the 
field  working  on  the  aflemoon  and  even- 
ing cast  Bui  for  James  Lee.  a  Vietnam 
Vet,  now  a  top  notch  production  engineer, 
the  cut  is  a  lousy  reward  When  James 
interviewed  for  the  position  he  had  said  he 
would  do  anything  at  the  station  because 
he  was  tired  of  being  in  the  killing  busin- 
ess. While  in  Vietnam  and  during  other 
lours  of  duty.  Lee  had  to  carry  and  dig 
graves  for  his  mortared  comrades.  H>'  had 
recently  spent  two  weeks  in  the  V.A. 
hospital  because  shrapnel  still  in  his  body 
was  to  be  removed  During  his  absence 
Ihc  news  department  had  tense  moments 
because  of  their  reliance  on  his  developed 
skills.  Lee  had  remarked  thai  Ihe  job  came 
easy  lo  him  because  it  was  all  about 
machines  and  his  life  had  depended  on  his 
ability  lo  use  them  properiy.

Lenore  Gardner  and  Sam  Smilh 
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On  Fnday,  March  20  the  14  CETA 
participants  working  at  WPFW  were 
given  two  week  lay-off  notices.  The  fed- 
eral Dept  of  Labor  has  impounded 
CETA  funds,  effectively  ending  CETA 
programs  across  the  city.  Needless  lo  say. 
this  cut-off  also  affects  the  working  po- 
lenlial  of  Ihe  five  additional  WPFW  full 
and  part-time  staff  members.  The  elimina- 
tion of  CETA  funds  will  also  affect 
budgeted  money  which  has  been  used  to 
supplement  operating  funds  for  the  sta- 
tion. While  WPFW  regarded  the  CETA 
grant  this  fiscal  year  as  a  one-shot  oppor- 
tunity which  we  would  use  lo  stabilize 
internal  operating  systems,  and  to  insti- 
tute a  communications  training  program, 
we  were  not  prepared  to  have  an  impor- 
tant source  ofrevenue  and  people-energy 
end  so  abruptly  after  only  six  months. 
There  is  virtually  no  person  or  department 
at  the  station  unaffected  by  the  cut 


This  change  in  our  funding  situation 
will  mean  a  reallocation  of  line  item  cosis 
in  other  small  grants,  an  increase  in  the 
number  ofbenefits  and  other  fund-raising 
mechanisms,  an  increased  effort  (o  secure 
item-contributions  and  in-kind  services, 
and  finally  a  push  to  recover  cash  for 
pledges  made  during  our  membership. 

The  average  WPFW  barebones  oper- 
ating expenses  arc  SI  0,600  per  monih.  Of 
this  amount  S 1 700  was  contributed 
through  CETA  funding;  an  additional 
S300  per  month  from  the  grant  was  used 
for  equipment  rental.  19  salaried  peo- 
ple have  been  dropped,  many  of  whom 
we  have  come  to  regard  as  "essential 
personnel."  Overall,  our  training  pro- 
grams at  WPFW  will  be  affected  because 
we  had  intended  lo  use  some  S3000  in 
CETA  funds  as  match  money  for  other 
training  program  grants. 


It  is  fortunate  in  all  this,  that  wc  had 
determined  lo  pay  the  lion's  share  of  core 
operating  costs  out  of  our  membership 
drive  money,  feeling  as  we  do  that  the 
sialion's  continuity  should  rest  on  listcrv 
cr  sponsor  support  and  not  on  the  priorit- 
ies of  outside  granting  agencies.  Be  that  as 
il  may.  the  sudden  end  of  CETA  funds 
has  sent  shock  waves  throughout  the' 
system  here.  The  influx  of  the  additional 
S230.000  would  have  given  WPFW  a 
year  in  which  lo  allocate  funds  and  energy 
lo  stablization  measures  which  could 
smooth  the  way  for  us  in  coming  years. 
We  will  be  drawing  on  ALL  our  creative 
juices  lo  bring  other  financing  methods  to 
bear  on  our  needs  here.

As  a  student  Wayne  pcrfomred  many 
odd-job^  which  kepi  him  in  contact  with 
the  public  One  Ihing  lead  lo  another  and 
he  landed  an  internship  wiih  a  big  three' 
local  T  V  station.  "They  taught  us  how  to 
do  everything:  graphics,  operating  the 
TV.  cameras,  directing  and  producing" 
At  the  age  of  1 7.  Middlelon  was  produc- 
ing youih  T.V.  programs.  I  asked  Wayne 
what  might  have  been  his  most  memor- 
able experience  in  T.V.  He  related  (his 
poignant  incident. 

"During  my  first  week  on  ihcjob.  T  was 
walking  across  the  grounds  of  a  church 
adjacent  to  ihe  station  and  I  saw  the 
general  manager  silting  on  Ihe  steps  lot  he 
enirace  of  the  station  shaking  his  head. 
THis  was  at  .V?0  or  4  o'clock  in  the 
evening  at  the  height  of  production  al  any 
T,V.  or  radio  station  because  you're 
preparing  for  the  evening  news.  He  ( stat- 
ion manager)  had  gone  out  to  cool  his 
head  and  I'm  going  "Here's  the  biggest 
man  in  the  w  hole  place  and  apparently  he 
has  moments  when  he  just  can't  handle  iL' 
Thai  broke  the  shii  down  very  clearly  to 
me." 

Middletown.  D.C.'s  own.  is  also  a 
consultant  to  a  media  organization  in- 
volved in  publicizing  teenage  issues.  He 
conducts  interviews  with  celebrities  dis- 
cussing teenage  awareness  and  teenage 
responsibilities  in  life.  After  the  inter- 
views are  edited  and  produced  into  public 
service  announcements,  they  are  distri- 
buted to  thousands  of  radio  stations 
across  the  country.  Wayneremarksonhis 
personal  growih.  "I  used  to  think  that 
these  people  didn't  shit,  they  just  pushed  a 
little  button  and  it  was  done.  "They  got  bad 
breathe  and  in-grown  toe  nails  jiiSt  like 
us." 


Inquiring  about  the  initial  concept  of 
Shaved  Face.  Wayne  commented.  "It 
started  way  back  in  the  days  of  the  cave 
people,  they  didn't  have  razors  so  they 
grew  this  ( stroking  his  beard).  Oh.  by  the 
way  this  isn't  hair  it's  acrylic.  I  put  it  on  in 
ihe  morning  lo  disguise  myself.  Obviously 
if  people  saw  me  shaved  they  would  know 
I'm  Shave  Face'  and  they  would  ask  me 
to  tell  them  a  joke  and!  would  have  to  say 
something  wild." 

This  WPFW  Field  Worker  has  been 
with  the  station  four  years.  He  initially 
came  on  board  with  the  intentions  of 
working  wiih  children's  programming  but 
a  Thursday  night  slot  was  made  vacant  by 
Frenchics  Comor.  Wayne  olpcd  for  a 
shoi  al  his  own  program.  "First  of  all.  I 
didn't  know  anything  about  comedy  other 
than  the  fact  that  I  love  life.  I  love  to 
taught  Such  as  in  the  silutation  when  you 
see  a  250  lb  person  sit  nem  to  a  little  75 
lb,  person  on  the  bus  and  the  big  guy  lets 
out  the  ioudesi  fan  you  ever  heartl  If  I  can 
caplure  thai  on  tape  or  film  that  would  be 
great' " 

As  to  the  future  of  public  radio.  Middle- 
ton  sees  the  Reagan  Administration  mak- 
ing it  extremely  difficult  particularly  for 
stations  such  as  (hose  in  the  Paciflca 
family  and  those  servicing  the  black 
community.  "The  only  way  we  are  going 
to  make  it  is  if  we  help  ourselves.  If 
WPFW  fails  lo  exist  the  community  will 
loose  iis  voice.  SUPPORT  THIS 
W  Wayne  Middlelon  exclaims. 

Wayne  has  taken  a  brief  vacation  from 
Shave  Face.  WPFWs  Public  Informa- 
tion Director  has  staled  it  was  routine  trip 
lo  his  favorite  sanitarium  for  a  head 
checL  Things  seem  to  be  in  order  and 
Wayne  will  be  back  sometime  in  April,

Government 
Repression: 
A  Return 
to  the  80s? 

In  ihc  I950's  Ihc  American  people 
were  subjected  to  a  compaign  of  inlimida- 
lion.  and  of  legislative  and  political  re- 
pression.  Senator  Joe  McCarthy  lead 
whai  IS  now  looked  upon  as  Ihe  wiich- 
huni  of  America,  the  McCanhy  Era.  Is  it 
possible  thai  this  country,  (he  govem- 
meni.  may  be  embracing  a  new 
McCanhyism  in  the  I980's?  Will  the 
American  people  let  this  happen  again? 

Our  freedom  of  speech  is  under  fire 
again.  The  'Blitz  Amendment'  initialed 
by  Rep.  Danial  of  Virginia  and  supported 
by  Sen.  Hollings,  Byrd  and  Proxmirc. 
would  have  made  federal  training  or 
employment  dependent  on  one's  political 
belief.  The  amendment  died  only  because 
the  96th  Congress  needed  to  conclude  iu 
business,  Suppolers  of  the  measure  have 
been  assured  that  the  amendment  will  be 
proposed  again  in  this  97lh  Congress. 

It  is  another  sign  of  what's  to  come  as 
Ihe  capitalists  grow  increasingly  desper- 
ate in  the  face  of  the  wor^e  economic 
crisis  ever.  Sen.  Strom  Thurmond,  new 
head  of  the  Senate  Judiciary  Commillce, 
has  proposed  a  subcommittee  on  Internal 
Security  and  Terrorism,  a  more  rabid  80's 
version  of  the  50's  House  Urk-Amciican 
Activities  Committee.  They  will  focus 
their  attention  on  "terrorism"  al  home  as 
they  continue  to  mount  their  "inter- 
national anti-terrorist"  stant^e  against  the 
rest  of  the  world 

Other  repressive  legislation  being  pro- 
posed on  the  Hill,  such  as  the  exemption 
of  FBI  and  CIA  form  Ihc  Freedom  of 
informalion  Act  will  make  it  more  difTi- 
cull  to  expose  crimes  committed  by  these 
agencies  against  Ihc  citizenry,  and  Ihe 
uncovering  of  government  schemes  like 
COINTELPRO,  A  proposal  for  an  In- 
telligence Identification  and  Protection 
Act  prohibitng  Ihe  naming  of  inlclligence 
operatives  even  if  names  are  from  a  public 
source  is  being  considered.  Punishment 
by  imprisonment  and  closing  of  publica- 
tions will  follow  apprehended  violators. 
The  proposal  requiring  all  immigrants  to 
carry  identification  cards  reminds  this 
writer  of  South  Africa's  aparthicd  pass.  Is 
Ihis  a  step  toward  requiring  every 
American  cilizen  to  carry  a  pass? 

What  the  Reagan  victory  had  lead 
Thrumond  and  his  like  to  think  is  that  they 
have  been  given  a  mandate  lo  slep  up 
attacks  on  the  American  people  But  iherc 
was  no  mandate  fi^m  the  people  to 
Reagan  or  his  supporters.  Reagan  only 
got  25%  of  the  vole,  only  one  out  of  every 
four  eligible  voters.  Mf>st  voicd  for  him 
because  they  desperately  saw  a  need  for  a 
change,  for  good  or  bad.  They  thought 
things  couldn't  gel  worse.  But  there  was 
no  stamp  of  approval  for  government 
repression  and  the  righi-w'ing. 

The  "Blitz  Amendment"  and  the 
others  represent  a  broad  attack  on  the 
American  people.  CETA  funds  proposed 
for  Virginia  will  be  cut  from  lis  present 
in^dcauatc  level  down  to  zero  as  the 
whole  program  is  phrased  out  Federal 
pr9grams  nationwide,  from  funds  for 
public  broadcasting  and  black  lung  dis- 
ease benefits,  lo  the  classically  vunerable 
welfare,  food  stamps  and  social  security 
are  all  being  slashed.  The  hardship  cases 
that  can  already  be  told  because  of  the 
federal  hiring  freeze  will  seem  soft  com- 
pared to  those  that  will  come  as  public  and 
private  relief  centers  are  forced  to  close 


their  doors.  Redbaiting  the  Blitz's  is  a 
convenient  excuse  to  sidetrack  aliention 
from  the  cuts.  But  this  amendment,  one 
that  almost  became  law.  would  open  the 
door  for  the  butchers  to  slaughter  whole- 
sale Ihe  American  people's  right  to 
believe  and  speak  out  as  they  wish  in  Ihe 
midst  of  their  condition. 

A  major  target  of  repressive  legislation 
will  be  those  who  are  politically  active. 
Those  who  stand  up  for  human  rights,  like 
DoiS  and  Allen  Blitz  who  are  fighting  for 
their  right  of  freedom  of  speech,  or  repon- 
er  Jan  SchalTer.  who  is  fightino  a  six 
month  jail  sentence  for  refusing  to  answer 
questions  about  her  sources  in  the 
Abscam  undercover  operation. 

We  all  know  which  of  Reagan's  pro- 
posed budget  cust  will  effect  us  and  our 
families  most.  Already  six  to  eight 
thousand  coal  miners  have  demonstrated 
in  Washington.  DC.  against  the  pro- 
posed cuts  in  their  black  lung  disease 
benefits.  Three  hundred  people  attended 
a  meeting  al  Shiloh  Baptist  Church  to 
protest  proposed  cuts  in  food  stamps.  In 
the  months  to  come  we  will  see  open 
resistance  by  a  pouring  inlo  the  strecsts. 
again. 

There  arc  options.  We  must  choose  by 
becoming  involved  aclivcly.  Join  a  coali- 
tion tike  the  People  United  Against 
Governmcnl  Repression  and  Ihe  Klan/ 
Nazis,  or  the  Black  Independent  Poliiical 
Party,  your  Tenant  Association,  or  a 
group  organizing  acainst  the  budget  cut 
that  is  going  to  directly  impacl  your 
ability  lo  be  or  not  to  be  Support  your 
community  information  alternative  voice. 
WPFW  radio  by  volunteering  and  scntj- 
ing  in  your  contribution,  whatever  it  may 
be.  We  can  also  write  and  call  our 
Congressman  and  Senators  lo  request 
that  they  vole  against  budget  cuts  and 
repressive  legislation.  These  arc  only  a 
few  things  that  come  to  this  writers  mind. 
We  can  do  something  to  insure  that  we 
will  be  in  a  position  to  determine  our  own 
destiny  in  the  1980" s.

Jazz  -  a  bad  word  in  ihc  minds  of  various 
pcolpe. 

JAZZ  -  a  difTcrcnt  music  concept  lo  dif- 
fercnl  people. 

JAZZ  -  an  an  form  and  its  musicians  that 
must  survive  economically. 
JAZZ  -  an  an  form  that  has  not  been 
given  its  rightful  place  in  the  universe. 
JAZZ  -  something  that  should  be  pro- 
grammed on  prime  time  T.V.  and  in 
school  at  every  grade  icvcL 
JAZZ  -  a  radio  format  helping  the  art 
form,  its  creator,  and  its  listeners  survive. 
The  Inlercollegite  Broadcast  System 
Convention  was  held  ul  the  Shoreham 
Hotel  in  Washington.  D.C.  March  6th 
thru  the  8th.  On  the  7th  of  March  there 
was  panel  discussion  on  jazz  radio.Il  was  - 
reported  that  1500  rcgistants  represent- 
ing 700  college  stations,  both  broadcast 
and  closed  circut  were  in  the  audience. 
Panel  members  included  Percy  and  Jimmy 
Health  (Artist).  Donald  Byrd  (Artist). 
Felix  Grant  (WMAL),  Ira  Sabin  (Jazz 
Times).  Jeff  Lettes  (Blues  Alley).  Joe 
Fields  (Muse  Records),  Vernon  Slaughter 
(CBS  Records),  Jamie  Jameson  (Jameson 
Productions),  and  Irv  Kraclita(lnncrCity 
Records). 

After  each  panel  member  presented  a 
five  minute  explanation  on  their  expect- 
ations for  a  jazz  radio  station,  the  aud- 
ience was  given  Ihc  opponunity  lo  ask 
qucitions  of  the  mcmben.  What  follows 
ii  synopius  of  these  raps. 

Overall  the  panel  members  felt  that: 
jazz  programmers  should  educate  their 
audience:  jazz  programmers  should  re- 
search and  be  prepared  to  play  jazz  on  (he 
radio;  jazz  programmers  should  give 
information  about  the  record  and  artist 
thai  they  play  mcluding  the  name  of  the 
album,  (he  personnel  on  the  selection 
aired,  and  dates  of  recording  or  release; 
older  music  should  be  played  and  respect- 
ed; all  valid  forms  of  the  music  should 
recieve  respect  despite  personal  ideas. 


Felix  Grant  of  Washington.  D.C.'s 
WMAL  mentioned  that  reissues  should 
get  as  much  attention  as  new  material.  He 
stressed  the  need  for  programmers  know- 
ing or  at  least  being  familiar  with  early 
forms  ofjazz  and  artists  who  helped  shape 
its  current  form. 

Donald  Byrd  spoke  of  the  association 
of  classical  music  andjazz  suggesting  that 
jazz  music  should  be  implemented  into 
history  classes  to  show  that  this  music 
explains  and  teaches  history  and  has  a 
history  as  does  the  classical. 

The  ideas  that  Percy  Heath  staled 
centered  on  researching  the  music.  His 
example  was  that  the  fields  cries  of  the 
slaves  in  America  are  the  foundation  of 
what  became  jazz  music.  He  also  suggest- 
ed that  music  programmers  should  cele~ 
brate  various  artists  on  their  birthdays. 

Joe  Fields,  present  of  Muse  Records 
expressed  his  concern  over  the  direction 
of  jazz  today  and  assured  the  listeners  that 
is  doing  all  he  can  to  assure  a  good  quality 
music  from  his  company's  label 

Vice  president  of  Columbia  Record 
Sales,  Vemon  Slaughter  stressed  the  use 
of  "The  Best  Of  series  produced  by  his 
company  as  a  good  introduction  for  pro- 
grammers and  listeners  alike  because  the 
selections  are  well-rounded  for  any  par- 
ticular artist,  period  or  style. 

Ira  Sabin,  D.C.'s  entrepreneur,  stated 
thai  people  frequently  have  little  informa- 
tion on  music  they  may  wish  to  purchase. 
This  information  is  important  not  only 
because  of  record  sales  but  because  it  is 
information  that  people  need  for  their 
own  understanding  and  edification.
